Architects Much Interested in

Competition. Method of
Procedure.

Applicatlons for the progrant adopt¬
ed by the cxecutlve committee of the
Confederate Memorlal Assooiation, rela-
tive to the submlttlng of designs for
the Confederate Memorlal Instltute, or

"Battlo Abbey," have come from every
sectlon of the Unlted £Uatcs, from Can-
ada and from England. It seems cer¬
tain that the committee will be en-
abled to select from among the world's
greatest architects the flrm which will
be employed to furnlsh the designs for
the instltute.
A competition in the matter of plans

has been arranged by the committee.
of which Lieutenunt-Governor J. Tay¬
lor Ellyson is chairman, which hns
been npproved by the proper commit¬
tee of the American Instltute of Ar¬
chitects. About 250% programs have
been sent out, but no'more wlll be sent
after to-day.
By October 1 f> those who deslre to

compete for the cash prlzes of from
?_0it to $l,nnn, must notlfy the com¬
mittee. When the architects selected
to compete are chosen, they wlll be
notified to send their 'designs, wlth a

descrtptlon to each of not more than
1,500 words, to Mayor David C. Rlch-
ardson. This Is to be done not later
thun December 22 of this year.
The committee will take the deslgnB

and examlne them. tho Mayor In tho
meantlme retalnlng the names of the
architects. In thls way the committee
will not know the author of any ln-
dividual design. Pnlzes wlll be award-
ed in thls manner.

It ls expected that some deslgp wlll
be flnally adopted not later than Feb-
rua'ry 1, .1911, and that blds pn tlie
actual constructlon can then be adver-
tlsed for.

Drew $1,000 From Bank.Had
$1.68 When Ar¬

rested.

Charged wlth threatenlng to klll hls
tamlly physlcian, Dr. W. G. Young,
Tohn G. Slms, formerly of thls clty,
iow superlntendent for tho Llfe In¬
surance Company of Vlrglnia in Wash-
ngton, was ydsterday arrested, placen
n a straight-jacket and taken to the
Washington Asylum Hospltal, where
ie ls belng held for examlnation. >\c.
:ordincr to a telegram from Washlng-
:on, Slms entered the ofllco of Dr.
Voung, drew a revolver and threntcned
:o klll the physlcian and others near-
~>y. Dr. Young's efforts to qulet hlm
,vere futlle, and he fought vlgorously
tor some tlmo. Flnally he was sub-
lued and held until police olilcers ar-
.lved and took hlm to the hospltal.
Tho Washington pollce aro lncllned

:o think that slms's sttdden spell wao
lue to a blow on the head rather than
i. defect of mlnd, as It ls known that
mrly ln the day he had at least $1,000
>n hls person, and at the tlmo he was
aken by the pollce he had but $l.fi8.
rhe theory ls Uat he was sandbaggod
ind robbed before he attempted to
ittack Dr. Young.
a Formerly Workcd Here.
Before ho was transferrcd to W ash-

ngton, Mr. Slms worked for the Llfo
nsurance Company of Vlrglnia a num-
jer of years in thls city, and wns con-
ildered ono of Its most valued cm.
)loyes.
Accordlng to a statement made last

light by A. S. Hurt, auditor for the
:ompany, the posltlon of superinten-
lent of the Washington oflice was
rlven hlm as a promotion. and hc had
>roved most satlsfactory. Mr. Hurt
.vas convlnced that lt was the result
Df foul play. Ofllcers of tho company
tad not been notifled up to a late hour
ast nlght. Slms had lately been a.1-
owed a vacatlon.
Followlng is a special dispatch from

A'ashlngton recelved last night:
"When Slms left home thls mornlng

ireparatory to going on a visit to
Itlchmond with hls wife, he drew from
he bank about $1,000. and when taken
nt liand by the pollce "he had but $1.6S
>n hls person. Police offlclals are of
:he oplnlon that between the time he
eft the bank and reached the offlce of
3r. Young he was robbed.

Phyalclnn'n Stntemcnt.
"Slms 1h one of the best known men

n Washington. and bears an excel-
ent reputation. Dr. Young stated to-
light that he could assign no reason
for thls strange actlon other than that
Slms had suddenly become demented,
ind, actlng as many persons do under
tlmllar clrcumstance's, drew hls plstol
n a half-maddened condltlon ready to
<111 any one who tnterfercd.
"To-morrow a thorough examlnation

w-lll be made of Sims's physical condi-
tlon. and. at the same time, investiga-
tlon made to determlne if he was
robbed. and whether such robbery, ir,
ln fact. one occurred. is the cause of
hls sudden dementure."

End.

GOES OUT MARSHALL STREET

New Plan Indorsed by Street
Committee Crosses South¬

ern Tracks at Grade.

Wlth very llttlo comment, the Coun¬
cil Committee on Streets, ln speclal
sesslon-last nlght, passed favorably
on the ordlnance allowlng tho Rlch¬
mond and Honrlco Rallway Company
10 chango lts proposed route from
Thlrty-flrst and Marahall Strccts to
the Fulton Loop. In tho oplnton of
members of tho subcommlttee appolnt-i-d for the purpose of looklng Into the
company's rcquest, the new route is
preferable. Tho company agrecs ln
tho ordlnanco to allow the clty to ex¬
tcnd Broad and Mnrshall Streets
through lts property free of any cost,
and to malntain such brldgos ns lt has
to bulld by reason of the new trrtcksi
to the satlsfaction of thc Committee
on Street*. Councllman Sulllvan
wanted Incorporated In the ordlnance
a memorandum of tho land through
whlch the rlght of way gocs. There
was oppositlon to thls, It belng held
that the ordlnance as lt stood was
hlndlng enough. Mr. Lynch thought it
was a tcase of "splittlng gnat heels."
The motlon wns lost.

Through Mttcn Itnvlne.
From Thlrty-flrst Street thc new

route runs along Marshall street to
Tlilrty-flfth Streot. Lcnvlng tho street
tliere, It runs ovor thc MUcs and
r,"ode property, crosslng the Govern¬
ment Road at grade, nnd on to Sprlng
Sireet. On Sprlng Street It contlnues
t" N'icliolson Stroet, whorc the llno
enters the loop as prcscrlbed ln the
orlglnal franchlsc.
The orlglnal franchlso granted by

tlu- Clty Council in 1902 provlded that
thc road, startlng at Thlrty-flrst and
Marshall Streets, should go down
Thlrty-flrst to Grace Street, thence
around the southern portlon of Chlm¬
borazo Parkion a trestle, to the Wil¬
llamsburg Road, where thc loop would
begin.

City Asked to Pay Seven Years'
Fees to Corporation

Commission.
Under a, rullng by the State Cor¬

poration Commlssion, demand has been
made upon the James Rlver Brldge
Company, the owner of what ls known
ns the Free Brldge, now belonglng to

Richmond, for tho payment of $175 as

a franchlse tax on the concern at the
rate of $25 a year for the past seven

years.
Thls means that thls concern ls

caught ln the annual dragnet of cor¬

porations which have not made a re¬

port to the commission. It is one ot
hetween fiOO and 700 con'cerns against
which slmilar action has been taken.
As to Richmond's ownership of the

brldge, that Is a matter for proof.
The corpora:Ion falled to make lts re¬

ports as required by law, and there
Is nothing offlclal to show that lt ls not

prlvate property. Besldes, a charge
has during these years been made to
the Virginia Railway and Power Com¬
pany for tho prlvllege of malntalnlng
its tracks and runnlng lts cars over
the brldge, amounting to $1,000 a year.
Only reccntly' the property passed

formally Into the hands of tlie clty
of Rlchmond, although provlously lt
had boon under control of a commls¬
sion representlng the cities of Rlch¬
mond and Alanchcster. Chesterfleld
county, also, had a hand ln its up-
keep.

It Is rogarded as qulte possible that
Rlchmond may resist the payment of
the tax. A good many'corporations do
this every year, and oscape on some
law polnt or another.

BACK OLD MEN

Market Committee Stands by Its
Action in Discharging

Sweepers.
The Coupcll Committee on Markets

ast n'ght refused to reinstate several
;mployes of the Flrst Market who were

llEcharged for neglecting their work

ioveral weeks ago by the old commlti
tee. At the r^quest of Willlam O. Con-
nor. Jerry Tltrnus and W. 'J. Dodd<
imong those removed, 4fie matter waa
reopened.
The three former employes submltted:

v petttlon slgned by thlrty or forty
stall-keepera at the market. testifjina
to their sober and rellable hablts. Clerk
Sulllvan. of the Flrst Market, also pre-
sented a letter of commendatlon for
Connor. Titmus and Dodd.

H. J. Cohn, Superintendent of Street
Cleaning, and Councllman nirschberg,
formerly a member of the Markets
Committee, who preferred charges
agalnst tbe men which resulted in
their removal, rciterated their former
statcments. It was charged that near-
ly all the sweepers at the Flrst Market
were drunk on several occaslons and,
that they had neglccted their work.

Were ln Bad Company.
It was not charged that W. J. Dodd*

the foreman, or Connor °r Titmus wero
drunk, but that they wero ln bad com¬

pany and aldcd and abetted ln the mls-
conduct of the others. On the nlsht
that Councllman Hirschberg visited tho
market and caught several employes
drunk. Connor was not there. havlng
Bent a substltute. Dodd was there, and
was not accused of belng drunk. but
of employlng those who dld drlnk and
who dld not attend to their dutles.
Titmus was not charged wlth be'ng
drunk that time elther.
Tho three men appealed to the com¬

mittee to reinstate them because they
belleved they had been unfairly treated.
All denied they had been drunk whllo
on duty at the market Dodd sald he
could not get sober men at 10 or 11
o'clock at nlght; therefore he had to
hire "drunks." The committee declined
to resclnd the actlon of tho former
Committee on Markets.

Because the chairman and the sub-
chalrman were both from Clay Ward,
Clarence A. Seaton, subchalrman of
the Markets Committee. reslgned last
nlght. Mr. Seaton explalned that he
and Mr. Don Leavy are from the same
ward. and he felt that a member from
some other ward should till the posl¬
tlon. Councllman George M. Cease. of
Monroe- Ward, was elocted subchalr¬
man.

Sealea Condcmued.
T. W. Joseph, Inspector of Welghts

and Measttres, appeared before the
committee and notifled it that tho city's.
publlc scates tn Washington Ward have
been condenuied and closed. Ho rec¬
ommended that they be repalred lf
they are to be continued ln use. Tho
committee will Investigato the matter.
